THREE WIVES TOO MANY. 


Resident of Chicago Said to Have 
Married Often, 


ANOTHER BROOKLYN BRIDGE 


NEW YORK BUREAU CHICAGO TRIBUNE, 
New York, Jan. 12. 

For the first time in the history of Amer- 
ican railroading a through transcontinental 

line extending from 

the Atlantic to the 

Pacific, under the con- 

trol of one financial 

clique, is now an as- 
" gured fact. The great 
achievement is to be credited to the Vander- 
bilts. 

The Reorganization committee of the Union 
Pacific railroad announced today tha? it had 
at last obtained control of the Oregon Short 
Line, which carries with it control of the Ore- 
gon Railway and Navigation company, thus 
securing a direct and independent outlet to 
the Pacific coast for the Union Pacific. 

Steps leading up to this vast deal were be- 
gun last July by the Vanderbilts. Through 
their Wall street connections, principally J. 
W. Davies & Co., they then commenced buy- 
ing large blocks of Oregon Short Line stock. 
It was their accumulation which, joined to 
the holdings of this stock by the Union Pa- 
eine, now enables the Union Pacific Reor- 
ganization committee to announce that it 
has secured the long coveted control. 

The announcement, indeed, means that 
the Vanderbilts are the realowners not only 

the two Oregon lines that together reach 

e Pacific coast, but also of the Union Pa- 
cific itself. 

The new deal shows that the Vanderbilt 
railroad interests are continuous from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific without a single 
break. The New York Central is the first 
road in the combination from this point. At 
Buffalo it connects with the Lake Shore for 
Chicago, at which point the chain is carried 
on to Omaha by the Chicagq and Northwest- 
ern, and thence the Union Pacific, the 
Oregon Short Line, and the Oregon Rail- 
way and Navigation complete the line to 
Portland, Ore., and to Tacoma, on Puget 
Sound. All these roads are Vanderbilt 
roads, and the total mileage is 138,420. 

The close affiliations between the Chicago 
and Northwestern, which is the important 
part of the system, as it connects the Rast- 
em and Western divisions, is shown by the 
fact that Marvin Hughitt, the President, is 
a director of the Union Pacific, and that 
Horacé G. Burt, the new President of the 
Union Pacific, was taken from the Third 
Vice Presidency of the Chicago and North- 
western for his present position.

miles north, in southeastern Kansas, [reez- 
ing weather prevailed. It was those wo 
extremes of temperature so close together 
that imparted the whirling motion to the air 
currents Which, intensified by the atmos- 
phéric conditions, became a tornado. 

“These destructive whirlwiids,” said Pro- 
fessor Garriott, always occur to the south- 
east of a storm center under conditions such 
as existed in the case of the Fort Smith 
storm. The rotary motion is first started by 
a cold current from the north or northwest 
meeting a warm, moist wind from the south 
or southeast. The cold air condenses the 
moisture and releases the beat, and the lat- 
tor, rising, adds velocity to the rotary move- 
ment.“ 

It is supposed by many that electricity is 
one of the causes.that produce tornadoes, 
but Professor Garriott says it is merely an 
effect, the same as in ordinary thunder- 
storms, which are of the same nature as 
the tornado. In fact, a series of thunder 
showers followéd the track of the late storm 
center from New Mexico to Chicago. 

The storm center moved northeast over 
Missouri and Illinois and passed over Chi- 
cago early in the morfiing. Last night it 
was central north of Lake Erie and was 
moving toward the Atiantic coast. Withits 
passing came the end of the rain. 

According to Professor Garriott’s forecast, 
today will be fair and colder. He expects 
u drop to 25 degrees by this morning, but 
sees no indications of extremely cold 
weather in the immediate future.

COSTLY ERIE CANAL WORK. 


Proposed Investigation of the Manner 
in Which the People’s Money Is 
Being Spent. 


Albany, N. T., Jan. 12.—[{Special.]—The re- 
cent disclosure that the $0,000,000 appropria- 
tion by the vote of the people of the State 
for the improvement of the Erie Canal 
would be inadequate and that 7,000,000 
more would be required to complete the un- 
provements inaugurated has created a sen- 
sation in political circles and promises to be 
one of the most fruitful topics of discus- 
sion in the legislative session. 

At the first meeting of the Senate tonight 
a message was received from the Governor 
stating that he had received a communica- 
tion from the Superintendent of *Public 
Works and State Mngineer and Surveyor 
requesting him to appoint a committee to 
investigate the work already performed and 
the manner of the expenditure of the 30,000, 
000, such committee to be composed of com- 
petent, impartial citizens. The Governor 
said that without authority from the Legis- 
lature such committee would have no power. 

He approved the suggestion of the mem- 
bers of the Canal board, under whose super- 
vision the work is being done, and suggested 
that the Legislature appoint such commit- 
tee. A resolution introduced by Senaior 
Brush. provided for an investigating commit- 
tee to be composed of members of the New 
York, Buffalo, Rochester, and Syracuse 
Chambers of Commerce. This called forth 
an indignant protest from the Democratic 
members, who insisted that the investiga- 
tion should be made by a committee of the 
Legislature. The proposition that it should 
be done by outside persons was declared to 
be a reflection upon the competency and in- 
tegrity of members of the Legislature. A 
spirited debate followed and the matter was 
finally referred to the Finance committee of 
the Senate to report a suitable measure pro- 
viding for the investigation.

Most of 
those in attendance were known as middle 
of the road Populists, very few members 
of the National Executive committee of the 
party who had been invited havitig appeared. 

The morning session of the conference was 
occupied chiefly with the reading of letters 
of prominent Populists who could not be 
present, but who expressed sympathy with 
the object of the gathering. 

At a meeting of the committee held in this 
city Nov. 23 a call was issued setting forth 
the purposes of the present meeting, which 
were that all Populists opposed to fusion 
were invited to assemble and consider the 
advisability of making permanent and inde- 
pendent of the National committee the pres- 
ent organization; to issue a call for a na- 
tional nominating convention to be held the 
first Wednesday in April, 1898, and a State 
convention to elect delegates the thi 
Wednesday in March, 1898. 7 

Along with this agreement was a brief 
platform of principles favoring absolute 
paper money, the free coinage of gold and 
silver, the issuance Of all money by the na- 
tional government, opposition to trusts and 
alien ownership of land, and in favor of the 
government ownership of railroads and tele- 
graph lines.

Argument of Ex-Senator Ed 
munds at Washington. 


HIS VIEW UNPREJUDICED. 


Universal Experience Against 
Double Standard. 


BIMETALLISM NOT AFFECTED 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 12.—The monetary 
commission was given a hearing today by 
the House Committee on Banking and Cur- 
rency on the commission’: bill proposing a 
comprehensive revision of the currency. 

Ex-Senator Edmunds of Vermont, chair- 
man of the commission, headed the delega- 
tion, and with him were ex-Secreta”y of the 
Treasury Fairchild of New York, J. W. Fries 
of North Carolina, representing the gold 
Democratic sentiment of the South; T. J. 
Bush of Alabama, and Judge R. S. Tyler of 
Indiana, representing the middle West. Sec- 
retary Gage was also present, accompanied 
Ey the Solicitor of the Treasury. The hear- 
ing attracted much interest, a number of the 
members of the House being present. 

Mr. Edmunds was the first speaker. He 
said that the fundamental principle which 
the commission had felt was to be considered 
in establishing a stable currency was, first, 
to know what the standard of value in this 
country is and isto be. On this there were 
many divergent views among financial au- 
thorities. Many believed, and he wasoneof 
these, that it was impossible to have more 
than one standard of value. If this be tue, 
then the question is, what is the best stand- 
ard? 


Experience of the World. 

The experience of the world, Mr. Edmunds 
said, was that the best standard was the one 
subject to least change, the one to which all 
other values most readily adjusted them- 
selves; one which will be the same when the 
transaction closes as it was when it opened. 

The commission felt that such a thing as 
a double standard had never existed in the 
world through natural operations. There 
had been double standards established by 
law, but neverin fact. When it came to an 
actual standard there could be butone. Mr. 
Edmunds referred to the experience of the. 
great nations of the world, all showing, he 
said, that a single standard meant stability 
and safety, while legal attempts at double 
standards meant disaster and panic. : 

From this universal experience Mr. Ed- 
munds said he and his associates had come 
to the conclusion that the first principle on 
which to base a currency was to have one 
standard, and that gold is the best standard, 
because it is the most stable of all standards 
of values. Feeling that one standard was 
essential, and that gold was the bes: of these, 
the commission was brought to the gold 
standard as its first proposition. That 
however, did not exclude the idea of bi- 
metallism, for it did not exclude the use 
of silver or any other metal to the largest 
extent that they could be maintained on an 
equality with the one fixed and invariable 
standard of gold. 

That conclusion was reached,’ Mr. Ed- 
munds added, with no prejudices, with no 
private political considerations, but solely 
from the conviction of the members of the 
commission representing the vdrious sec- 
tions of the country.“ 


Retirement of Notes. 


Mr. Edmunds then took up the proposition 
of the commission's bill proposing a retire- 
ment of United States notes, explaining and 
urging this on the lines of the commission's 
report. He elosed with a strong appeal for 
early action. epresentative Cox [Dem., 
Tenn.] propounded a series of questions, In- 
tending to bring out that the effect of the 
bill would be to convert all debts, public and 
private, into gold obligations. Mr. Edmunds 
answered that it would convert every govern- 
ment obligation, except a few of minor form, 
into gold obligations, and, stated broadly, 
the effect would be to make all United 
States obligations payable in gold. But as 
to private obligations between citizens, Mr. 
Edmunds answered emphatically in the nega- 
tive. 


Mr. Walker asked if the bill was designed 


to change the legal tender quality of the 
standard silver dollar. Mr. Edmunds an- 
swered that it would not. The only purpose 
was to give the silver dollar a distinct refer- 
ence to one fixed standard without naming a 
ratio. Existing conditions were not changed, 
but doubts were removed. 

Mr. Walker suggested the question of ex- 
pediency in carrying so large a question be- 
fore the House of Representatives with 256 
members ready for months of debate. Mr. 
Edmunds replied that the commission had 
reported what it deemed to be essential and 
right to a proper adjustment of the currency, 
and it desired to stick to that right thing, de- 
spite questions of expediency. 

This brought a round of applause, the first 
of the day. Representative Newlands, sil- 
verite of Nevada. discussed with Mr. Ed- 
munds the effect of the bill in contracting 
the currency. Mr. Edmunds did not believe 
contraction would occur, or that bank re- 
serves would be injuriously affected by hav- 
ing the supply of greenbacks limited and in 
part displaced by the demand for gold. Mr. 
Newlands asked if the world had a suffi- 
ciency of gold. * . 

Not a sufficiency of gold or of virtue,“ 
answered Mr. Edmunds, and that is why 
we are struggling for both.“ It was this 
that led to the rush to the Klondike. 

Ex-Secretary Fairchild next spoke on the 
banking features of the bill. He prefaced 
this, however, by saying that monetary | 
standards were no more subject to govern- 
mental control than the tides afid winds. 
It was a natural and economic operation be- 
tween individuals, in which each sought the 
best. Governments had adopted standards 
already in existence, thus serving thé con- 
venience of the people, but they had never 
created a standard. When a government 
sought to make a standard it merely inter- 
rupted the natural law.and embarrassed nat- 
ural exchanges. The question was not one 
of theory but offe of fact, the same as the 
existence of steam or electricity. It was no 
more pessible for a law to ignore this fact 
of a natural standard than to ignore the ex- 
istence of electricity. Making a thing a legal 
tender gave it no inherent value. 


What Is to Be Accomplished. 


Thé great body of the people, he said, used 
banking as a beneficent instrument of civili- 
zation, and it was the people, not the bankers, 
who were helped by wise government action. 
This view, he declared, removed narrow 
prejudices, and placed the subject on road- 
er public plane. The design of the banking 
feature of the commission’s bill was to fa- 
cilitate the natural operations of banking 
and exchange, by adding the government's 
aid toward rapidity, certainty, and safety of 
these exchanges. 

Mr. Cox asked if he was right in under- 
standing that the measure accomplished two 
things: First, the establishment of the gold 
standard; second, the retirement of all paper 
currency except national bank notes, 

Mr. Fairchi®is assented to this, saying it 
was the practical effect of the bill. 

Mr. Bush of Anniston, Ala., a member of 
the Monetary commission, was next heard. 
He said it would not be to the credit of an 
party in power to check this movement 
currency reform, or to fail to embrace the 
opportynity to execute. There were some 
who were so bound up in the tariff that they 
wished to convince the country that the tariff 
would accomplish everything. But the tariff 
would not cure the vital evils of the currency. 
It was quite as important for members of 
Congress to meet these evils as to furnish 
battleships and cruisers as a preparation for 
emergency.

means of authentic information at hand. 
Carlists talk now of their rising as a ques- 
tion of months, the only thing they had 
never done before since the last Carlist war 
was ended, more than twenty years ago. 
But besides that there are other symptoms. 

I have learned today that Carlist Deputy 
Sefior Zubisarreta had been ordered by Don 
Carlos to go to Cuba and prepare the ground 
for having the Spanish element, now made 
discontented by autonomical reasons, sup- 
port a Carlist rising in Cuba. I don’t know, 
however, whether this proposed rising is to 
be an isolated one, or will respond to a simul- 
taneous one in Spain. 

I am further informed that Sefior Granda, 
military correspondent of EI Correo Es- 
Panol, the organ of the Carlist army, was 
going to Cuba with Sefior Zubisarreta so as 
to give a journalistic color to their mission 
by writing letters to El Correo Espanol. 
These two men were making ready for start- 


Don Carlos himself, and it is rumored in the 
Carlist field that Zubisarreta and Granda 
are not leaving because it is supposed that 
the uprising here is approaching so fast that 
they would not have time enough before- 
hand to do the proper work in Cuba, while 
here they can be useful. 

Don't be surprised.“ said my informant, 


“if much sooner than you could ever think 
the cry for Don Carlos is given in some parts 
of Spain, and perhaps in some of its col- 
onies,”’ 

The fact is that a great part of the Spanish 
nation, all branches of the Conservative 
and Carlist parties included, does not be- 
lieve in the effect of the autonomical con- 
cessions for bringing peace in Cuba.

AS a proof that the Carlist work is very 
active I may add that the government au- 
thorities have suppressed some correspond- 
ence that was being exchanged between 
students of the Seminary of Tarragona and 
those of the Seminary of Cuenca, showing 
that they were making themselves ready 
for taking the field at the first signal in 
favor of Don Carlos. The matter has been 
hushed up, the government, of course, not 
being anxious to reveal that the Carlists are 
really active. 


GOMEZ WRITES TO BLANCO. 


Says Peace Can Only Follow When 
Spain Gives Cuba Its Free- 
dom. 


New York, Jan. 12.—T. Estrada Palma has 
received a copy of a letter written by Gen- 
eral Maximo Gomez, the rebel chief in Cuba, 
to Captain General Blanco. The letter says 
in part: 

Tou have come to stibstitute Weyler. 
To a man of your conditions, I would ask, as 
I did in the case of General Campos: What 
are your aims and purposes? To exterminate 
us? It is impossible to do that, and to pre- 
tend such a thing might be little honor to 
you. Is your purpose to subdue us? That is 
absurd and might prove a ridiculous attempt 
for you. 

Our detrimentation is well known and 
patent. Neither extermination nor submis- 
sion would mean peace. In view of this 
fact, I now repeat to you what I said to 
General pos: ‘Let this bloodshed be 
stopped. t the use of the torch cease, 
General.’ Spain should not allow Cuba to 
owe her independence, directly or indirectly, 
to outside help. Let the deep abyss between 
Cubans and Spaniards disa r by Spain's 
recognition of the Cuban republic. Then 
there shall be eternal peace. Otherwise there 
shall be blood and fire. That would be the 
command of our hanor and dignity. We 
would follow it until victory, which always 
crowns those who fight for justice, settles 
our fate.“ 


MUNQZ DIES IN PUERTO RICO.

Madrid, Jan. 12.—General Gonsalos Mu- 
noz, the new Captain General of Puerto Rico, 
died immediately after his arrival there.

GERMANY’S DEMAND ON CHINA. 


Details of the Settlement Made in the 
Case of the Murdered Mis- 
sionaries. 


Vancouver, B. C., Jan. 12:—The steamer 
Empress of China, which arrived from the 
Orient today, brings details in reference to 
the settlement of German’s demands. China 
has agreed to the following: Indemnity for 
German missionaries who were killed; the 
erection of a memorial church at the scene 
of the murder; the payment of expenses in- 
curred by Germany in the occupation of 
Kiao Chou; the permanent dismissal from 
the public service of Li Cheng Sing; the re- 
tiring of the Governor of Shan Tung and the 
recently appointed Viceroy of Shochoua; and 
the severest punishment of those who mur- 
dered the priests and of the local author- 
ities Where the crime was committed. Re- 
garding special privileges to be granted 
Germany with reference to coal mines and 
railways in Shan Tung, the precedent 
adopted in the convention between China 
and France in 1895 is to be followed. 

Japan has issued instructions that those 
in authority shall see that foreigners are 
treated with the greatest respect. 

Pirates have been committing depreda- 
tions in the French settlements at Hai-Hong, 
and even in the vicinity of Hongkong itself. 
On the 15th ult. q gang of 800 pirates at- 
tacked the suburbs of Hai-Phong, which is 
inhabited by Buropeans, setting fire to 
places simultaneously in four quarters. The 
desperadoes were fired upon by a party of 
French marines and about thirty killed, 
Two Europeans were murdered and a quan- 
tity of property stolen or damaged by fire. 
In the vicinity of Hongkong pirates have 
confined themselves to the capture of junks, 
in one of which they secured property valued 
at $10,000.

Dean and Donahue Examined 
Under Crookes’ Tube. 


REVOLVERS THE BALLS FIT. 


The mysterious X ray of a Crookes tube, 
the newest wizard’s lamp in the hands of 
science, has shed the first light upon the 
mystery surrounding the shooting affray 
that caused the death of Rid Murphy.

He 
earried a wagonioad of his apparatus over 
to the Alexian Brothers’ Hospital for the 
tests, and succeeded in demonstrating the 
exact location of each of the bullets. Drs. 
Henrotin, Oswald, and Davidson assisied. 


Under the XK Ray. 
Donahue was the first man operated upon. 


He was placed on a table at the hospital with 


the side of his face and head flat on a photo- 
plate. The Crookes tube was sus- 
pended over his ear and the current turned 
on for ten minutes. Dean lay flat on his 
back on the platé with the tube over his 
chest. The supplementary exposure made 
ot Donahue was taken with the plate at the 
back of his héag and the tube in front of his 
nose. All three negatives showed the bul- 
lainly.

What to conclude from this fact the police 
have not yet determined, but they admit the 
evidence of the X ray plates, added to the 
mute testimony of the weapons confiscated 
by them after the shooting, may tend to 
solve the mystery as to who did the shoot- 
ing, though all the living witnesses persist 
in maintaining the dogged silence with 
which they have met all questions concern- 
ing the fatal fight. 

Of the numerous revolvers taken at the 
time the inmates of William Donahue's 
saloon, 117 North Clark street, were ar- 
rested the police say they know the owner- 
ship of three. Of these one is a thirty-two- 
caliber weapon, taken from Rid Murphy,

It has been their theory from the first that 
Martin Donahue was the aggressor; that he 
entored the saloon for the purpose of shoot- 
ing Murphy and opened fire on his victim as 
soon as he entered; that Dean interfered as 
a peacemaker and received a stray shot from 
one or the other of the combatants, prob- 
ably Donahue, and that Donahue and Mur- 
phy were shot each by the other. 

The fact the bullet in Donahue’s head is 
larger than the 32-caliber bullet from Mur- 
phy’s revolver compels a change in this 
theory, and suggested to the police last 
night the probability that Donahue received 
a bullet from his own revolver, which had 
turned upon him in a tussel with Dean 
or wrested from him perhags by Murphy 
after the chambers of the latter’s revolver

SHOULD KNOW SOON. 


Definite N ews About the Colts 
Is Forthcoming. 


WHERE WILL ANSON GO? 


Veteran Captain Has Managed to 
Keep His Plans Quiet. 


CHANGE AROUSES INTEREST. 


The time is probably near when something 
will be made known as to Captain Anson’s 
future. The big baseball man has kept his 
own counsel ever since it became generally 
understood that he would not be connected 
with the Colts as manager for another sea- 
son, and while the truth of the statement 
that he would not be Chicago’s manager 
has seemed to be thoroughly confirmed at 
all times, none of those who were most in- 
timately involved has seen fit to talk about 
it. Anson has even said he was not sure 
he would withdraw from the club, and Pres- 
ident Hart has said nothing. 

But it is said Captain Anson will announce 
his future plans within a very few days, 
although no one seems to have an inkling 
of what the veteran baseball leader intends 
to do. When this announcement is made 
it will doubtless be followed by other news 
of interest in regard to the Chicago club. 
So important a feature as a change of man- 
agement, whether or not it eventually will 
result in an improvement in the team’s 
playing, is sure to stir up a lot of additional 
interest in baseball in Chicago, and the local 
season will start off with a boom-— that is, 
unless, perchance, the team makes such a 
complete record of defeats before ft opens 
at home that public confidence in it is de- 
stroyed* before it plays at home, as was 
the case last season. 

Local fans are anxious to know what 
changes may be made in the Colts’ playing 
staff, and every rumor in regard to a new 
man for Chicago is given due consideration. 
But the officials of the club say nothing in 
regard to players has been done as yet. 
Whether this means that no deals have even 
been considered, or whether they merely 
have not been closed, is only problematical. 
President Hart has not seen Tom Burns 
Since the Philadelphia meeting, and it is 
hardly likely they went so far at that time 
as to. decide upon any changes in the Colts’ 
makeup. The chances are, however, that 
within a week something will be given out 
for the impatient “‘ fans on this most in- 
teresting subject. 

Mr. Hart says there is nothing in the story 
telegraphed from New York about an al- 
leged big baseball deal in which the Chi- 
cago, Boston, Philadelphia; and Louisville 
clubs are interested. The story is ap- 
parently based on Manager Selee’s visit to 
Philadelphia, but it is well known here that 
was not the object of Selee’s visit to the 
Quaker City. His mission there was on a 
personal business matter. The fact, how- 
ever, that Manager Selee was in Chicago in 
consultation with President Jim Hart, 
Philadelphia in consultation with the offi- 
cials of the Philadelphia club, and in Bos- 
ton, all in one week, is almost enough to 
warrant the yarn. Where Louisville broke 
into the story is the only puzzling feature. 

It looks as if the Western league was as 
far from a settlement of.the eighth club 
The failure of the Selee- 
Omaha deal was a disappointment to Presi- 
dent Johnson and others, who had the ques- 
tion more immediately in charge, and placed 
them back in as great uncertainty as to 
what to do as they were several weeks ago. 
It looks as if the league felt more favorably 
disposed toward Omaha than any other city, 
but the difficulty is in finding men of finan- 
cial standing and experience satisfactory 
to the Western magnates to back the fran- 
chise. 


The silliest talk that has crept into the 
papers in a long time on the subject of base- 
ball is that relating to the alleged predica- 
ment the Brooklyn club finds itself in on 
account of the National league rule that pro- 
hibits the establishment of more than cne 
club in any one city. Now that Brooklyn is 
a part of Greater New York, it has been de- 
clared Brooklyn is in danger of losing the 
franchise. If any attention were paid to 
the matter at all—and none will be. unless 
the league considers it worth while to 
change the rule in order to make formal 
provision for the new. conditions that have 
arisen—New York would have no more claim 
on the franchise belonging to Greater New 
York than Brooklyn would have. 

President Reach of the Philadelphia club 
realizes the importance of suppressing row- 
dyism on the field, judging by the following 
Interview: 

It I had my way I would see to it that 
when a player kicked against a decisfon of 
an umpire he would be quickly put off the 
field. The league is tn a ridiculous light be- 
fore the sport-loving public. It pays um- 
pires to enforce the rules, and yet permits 
a lot of rowdy ball players to abuse end vili- 
fy these same umpires without letup. This 
rowdyism has already brought the game into 
disrepute with respectable persons, and un- 
less the league men at their next meeting 
in February throttle all kickers by forbid- 
ding their players to speak to the umpires 
on the field the game will suffer. Kicking 
is unsportsmanlike, and first originated 
among hoodtums on the lots. It prevails on 
the lots still, but the league should stamp it 
out of its various ball grounds. The Phila- 
delphta club will advocate such reforms at

When the 
contest which Michael had scheduled with 
Champion Bald had to be called off until 
spring, owing to the sickness of Bald, which 
prevented his getting ready for Jan. 8, 
Johnson offered to take the place of Bald. 
To this offer Mr. Shafer s!urringly replied: 
“I might give Johnson $200 to get up against 
Michael, but never a share of the money, 
Johnson being hardly in Michael's class.“ 

It was this reply of Shafer’s that aroused 
the ire of Eck, and he at once wrote to John- 
son, with the result that the former connec- 
tion of the famous pair was renewed. In- 
asmuch as Johnson once rode Michael a 
series of races, best two in three, and in- 
asmuch as the men split even, Johnson win- 
ning the mile, Michael the ten, the suspen- 
sion of Michael preventing the third contest, 
the right of Johnson to take the place ot 
Bald was seemingly established.

I know 
a great many people, jAcluding members of the 
City Council, will perhikds take issue with us on 
this position. But. af er having obtained a 
charter, franchises, and Sur tracks are down, there 
is no power-that can m#ke us take them up. 

The claim is mad‘. boldly that when a 
city, acting under th¢ Umited power granted 
it by the Legisla ‘has given the monop- 
oly use of a public stfeet to a traction com- 
pany for twenty-fiv2 yearg it has made 
a perpetual grant, ar! that neither the city 
nor the State can edhupel that company to 

remove its tracks at *he end pf the specified 
time; that even if ‘he public welfare de- 
mands their remova | the tracks must re- 
main down forever, unless the company 
sees fit to remove 

‘The constitution Gdelares that no law 
making any irrevod ible grant of special 
privileges shall be ‘Assed.” Mr. Yerkes, 
caring nothing for constitution, states 
that a grant of special privileges for twenty- 
five years is a grant ® perpetuity and is ir- 
revocable. .

“HANNA 18 ELECTED, 

The Ohio Legislature met in joint ses. 
sion yesterday and chose M. A. Hanna 
Senator, to fill the vacancy caused by the 
resignation of John Sherman, who was 
elected for the term ending March 4, 1899, 


and also for the full term of six years com- 


mencing on the above date. 

The vote was the same as on the day 
before, when the Houses balloted separate- 
ly. Mr. Hanna got 73 votes and 71 were 
cast against him. He had just enough 
votes. The loss of one would have tied the 
vote and there might have been a deadlock 
for an indefinite period. 

The little handful of Republican traitors 
came very near defeating the will of the 
Republicans of the State as declared at 
the Toledo convention. Governor Bushnell 
must feel very cheap when he thinks of 
the part he played in a dirty and unsuccess- 
ful game. 

He was nominated for Governor by the 
same convention that indorsed Mr. Hanna. 
But no sooner was he elected on the Hanna 
ticket than he used all the power of his 
ofice to defeat Hanna and the wishes of 
the Republicans who had announced that 
they wanted him chosen Senator. When 
was a meaner or a more shamefully 
treacherous act attempted? 

The minor traitors, like Oil Inspector 
Nurtz, Mayor McKisson of Cleveland, and 
the handful of Republicans who voted for 
the latter and tried to disgrace Ohio by 
sending a free silverite to the Senate, dug 
a pit for Hanna and have fallen into it 
themselves.

POLICEMEN WITH BAD ‘RECORDS. 

The Civil Service commission announces 
that it will have nothing more to do with 
Senator Berry’s committee of investiga- 
tion, thet it will not obey any more of its 
subpcenas, gnd will produce no more of its 
The claim is made that the com- 
mittee is not legally constituted ” and has 
no power to enforce the attendance of any 
ene. 

The commission ought to feel under ob- 
ligations to the committee. It has brought 
to their attention the fact that they certified 
for appointment on the police force thirty- 
two unfit men, twenty-nine of whom are still 
serving. All these men had previously been 
on the force and had been discharged tor 
drunkenness—an unpardonable offense— 
beating citizens, sleeping while on duty, 
immorality, and other misdeeds. 

The commission, appreciating the serious 
nature uf the evidence against these men 
brought out by the committee, has ordered 
them suspended until they can be given a 
speedy and prompt trial, and prontises that 
if they are found to be “ disqualitied to act 
as policemen they shall be discharged per- 
emptorily. The public will wait a little 
while and see what the final action of the 
commission is regarding these men who 
were dismissed once for such grave offenses. 

President Kraus explains that the com- 
missioners could not go over all the records 
personally, so they— 

Had delegated that duty to a man in the office 
whom they trusted and whom they still believed 


to be guilty of no greater offense than the use ot 


bad judgment. The records in almost every case 
had come with the recommendation of Chief Kip- 
ley, and perhaps too much weight had been at- 
tached to this indorsement. They had dis- 
charged the employé, but not for that reason. 

Undoubtedly too much weight was at- 
tacked to Kipley’s recommendation, eape- 
cially when the commission knew that the 
men he was recommending were dis- 
charged Star-leaguers, whom Kipley was 
exceedingly anxious to get back on the 
It must be ad- 
mitted that the commission was lacking in 
vigilance or was too compliant. 

The commission should feel grateful to 
the committee for bringing to light the 
errors of its employés. Those revelations 
will make the commission more careful in 
the, future and more watchful of its em- 
ployés. 

As far as regards Mr. E. R. Bliss, he 
seems to be proving his case rapidly. He 
charged that over sixty men had been put 
on the police force improperly, and was 
taken to task by Mr. Kraus for making 
such a charge. The latter, having had the 
worst of the encounter, ought to be willing 
to leave Mr. Bliss alone.

CRIMES or THE ‘RAIL. 

‘During the year 1897 there were thirty 
holdups of railroad trains in the United 
States. Three of the robbers were killed 
and two shot, and two passengers and 
trainmen were killed and five shot. Since 
1890 218 trains have been held up, 78 pas- 
sengers and trainmen killed, and 67 injured. 
And yet from 1890 to 1898, the period 
which has witnessed this alarming num- 
ber of train robberies, not a step has been 
taken by Congress to punish the perpetra- 
tors of these outrages or to protect the 
traveling public. 

What is now imperatively demanded is 
national legislation which shall protect 
human life, passenger travel, and freight 
traffic from the operations of these high- 
way robbers. As to the right of Congress 
to enact such legislation there is no shadow 
of doubt. Judge Grosscup in a recent 
charge to a grand jury declared: 

Any conspiracy in restraint of commerce be- 


tween the States is an offense against the United 
States. Temporary restraint ts as intolerable 


Any physical interference, : 
fore, which has the effect of restraining any 
passenger car or thing constituting an element 
of interstate commerce, forms the foundation for 
this Sfrense. 


Judge Ross of the United States Court 


ingly obstruct or retard the passage of mails, is 
guilty of a crime against the United States, and 


empowering the federal Judges to enforce 


it, will remove the vexed question of State 
jurisdiction and tend to these 

crimes by preventing the criminals from 

seeking immunity by flying from the State 
where the crime was committed to another. 

It certainly should not be a matter of. 
much time or difficulty to enact a national 

anti-train robbing and anti-train wrecking 

law which will protect the lives of train- 

men and passengers as thoroughly as the 

interstate commerce act protects traffic and 

mails.

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THE ERRORS OF KOHLSAAT. 

Mr. Kohlsaat is desirous that the readers 
of his two papers should believe the green- 
backs have been the source of great ex- 
pense to the government. With that ob- 
ject in view he prints, without explanation, 
the statement that during the last five years 
and ten months greenbacks to the amount 
of 466% millions have been redeemed in 
gold and that there are still 3464 millions 
of greenbacks outstanding.” | 

The false inference which Mr. Kohlsaat 
wants his readers to draw from the above 
figures is that it has cost the government, 
and therefore the people, 466% million 
dollars to redeem and keep in circulation 
during a period of nearly six years the total 
greenback issue of 346% millions. Mr. 
Kohlsaat does not state that in so many 
words—his dishonesty bas its limits— 
but that is what he wants them to believe. 

As a matter of fact the greenbacks have 
cost the government nothing since 1891— 
or during the period between 1878 and 1893 
—except the annual interest on the nearly 
100 millions of 414 and 4 per eent bonds sold 
by Secretary Sherman in 1878.to create his 
gold reserve, and also the bookkeeping ex- 
penses incident to the redemption of the 
greenbacks, 

Mr. Kohlsaat will reply excitedly: “ But 
since 1803 bonds to the amount of 263 mil- 
lions have been sold to get gold with which 
to redeem greenbacks, The interest on 
those bonds is chargeable to the existence 
of the geenbacks.” 

Not at all. It is chargeable to a lack of 
revenue. For if the receipts of the govern- 
ment had been equal to its expenditures 
since March, 1893, there would be in 
Treasury a surplus equaling in amount the 
total proceeds of the bonds, or 292 millions. 
That much money would be in the Treas- 
ury in some form—gold, greenbacks, Sher- 
man notes, silver certificates, or silver dol- 
lars. That vast sum would be available 
for the repurchase of the bonds sold in 
1894 and subsequent years. 

Then no one would be able to say it had 
cost anything to maintain the greenbacks 
except the interest on the Sherman bonds. 
But as an offset there is the saving of inter- 
est on 246 millions of greenbacks. 

Those notes have not been a source of ex- 
pense, Yet Mr. Kohlsaat proposes that 
they be retired to stop that expense. There- 
fore, he indorses the plan of the Monetary 
commission. That plan substitutes an end- 
less chain of 500 million silver dollars for 
an endless chain of 446 million greenback 
and Treasury note dollars, and leads up to 
a greater expenditure than the greenbacks 
have entailed. 

The commission looks to two sources for 
the means of taking up the legal tender 
notes, One of them is the surplus revenue 
of the government. The other is the sale 
of 3 per cent gold bonds. No one will deny 
that if the revenues exceeded the expendi- 
tures greenbacks to the amount of the sur- 
plus could be canceled and the issue n 
gradually. 

But that is precisely where the Monetary 
commission plan will break down first. 
There will be no surplus revenues. There- 
fore it will be necessary to redeem the legal 
tenders in gold, and the gold for that pur- 
pose will have to be obtained by the sale 
of 3 per cent bonds to an amount equal to 
the volume of the outstanding legal tender 
notes, which is now. 400 millions, the Treas- 
ury holding 46 millions, less what the gov- 
ernment may realize on the silver bullion 
bought under the Sherman act it has on 
hand, That bullion, which cost 102 mil- 
lions, the average price paid being 92% 
cents an ounce, may sell for 40 millions. 

Then the people will be taxed to pay the 
interest on 360 millions of 3 per cent bonds, 
or néarly 11 millions a year, while all the 
legal tenders cost now is the interest on the 
95 million Sherman bonds of 1878. Is that 
what Mr. Kohlsaat calls saving money? 

That individual may hasten to state that 
there is a gold reserve of 100 millions which 
can be used for the extinction of greenbacks 
to that amount, and that it will not be nec- 
essary to sell bonds for more than 260 mil- 
lions. If Kohlsaat were to make that sug- 
gestion he would continue to display his 
ignorance of the peculiar workings of the 
Monetary commission plan. 

That 100 million reserve would be need- 
ed to take care of the new endless chain— 
the silver dollar chain-—-which that plan 
seeks to establish. Those dollars are to re- 
main a legal tender and are to be made re- 
deemable in gold on demand. The com- 
mission sets apart for that purpose a tiny 
fund of 25 millions. 

That will not suffice. For the only way 
in which gold can be obtained for foreign 
shipment or any other purpose will be by 
the presentation of silver dollars for re- 
demption, just as greenbacks are present- 
ed now. That will be inevitable, because 
the banks are not to be required to redeem 
in gold, but in “lawful money.” 

The legal tender notes, with which gold is 
obtained now, are to be canceled, Bank 
notes are to take their place, The issue may 
amount speedily to a billion. When those 
notes are presented for redemption they 
will be redeemed in the poorest kind of 
“lawful money "—silver dollars. To get 
gold, then, it will be necessary to take to 
the Treasury silver dollars paid out by the 
banks and have them redeemed there in 
gold. 

When those redemptions are heavy, as 
they will be when there is an adverse bal- 

ance of trade or a panic rush for gold, then 
even à 100 million reserve for the redemp- 
tion of silver dollars will be inadequate and 
more 3 per eent bonds will have to be sold to 
replenish it, thus adding still more to the 
interest bill.

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THE CHICAGO RIVER 

The most prominent feature of the ad- 
dress of Mr. Carter, the newly elected Presi- 
dent of the Chicago Board of Trade, on the 
assumption of the duties of his office on 
Monday last, was that in which he ad- 
vocated the widening, deepening, straight- 
ening, and otherwise improving of the Chi- 
cago River. After referring to the impera- 
tive necessity of this work President Carter 
said: 

That river is now under government care and 
control as a navigable stream, and all changes 
which in any way affect it as a waterway must 
be with the consent of the United States author- 
itftes. Owing to the united work of the Chicago 
Congressmen for the first time in its history. Con- 
gress two years ago recognized the needs of our 
harbor and made suitable appropriations for car- 
rying forward the improvement of the river. The 
officers of the United States government, here and 
in Washington, have indicated by their actions, 
as well as by words, that they are in favor of im- 
proving the river. In recent years public senti- 
ment has seemed to be practically unanimous in 
favor of the plan for imvroving the harbor by 
deepening and widening our river. Any other plan 
is almost certain to require years of education be- 
fore it would be supported by anything like the 
same unanimity, and I can see no reason for be- 
lieving that the government would give aid or ap- 
propriate money for any other project until the 
local authorities themselves had carried such 
project far towards completion. and while such 
plan was being carried out and another harbor 
formed, the commerce of the great lakes would 
be continually turning from Chicago to other 
points which had better harbor facilities, 

This portion of the address closed with 
an urgent and timely appeal to the board to 
do «ll in its power to secure through Con- 
gress the necessary legislation to deepen 
and widen the river, so that it may be 
easily accessible to the n freight car- 
riers upon the lakes.” 

It is noticeable that Mr. Carter had not 
a word to say in favor of excavating a new 
channel along Sixteenth street—involving 
the condemning and paying for a tier of 
city blocks from the lake to the South 
Branch, the building of a dozen or 80 
turn bridges across it, ete.—at a cost to 
the taxpayers of the city of many millions 
of dollars. It is evident from this that Mr. 
Carter is not in favor of imposing this great 
expense upon the city for the purpose of 
relieving Mr. Yerkes’ company from the 
cost of lowering the tunnels chrough which 
his street car lines pass from one division 
of the city to another. Not only did Mr. 
Carter not advocate this sandbagging 
scheme, but by recognizing the government 
control of the river and the absolute neces- 
sity of its improvement he has indicated 
the only means by which Chicago is likely 
to secure improvement of its harbor facili- 
ties with the least expense and delay, and 
without dealing a damaging blow—either 
temporarily or permanently—to the carry- 
ing trade, as would inevitably follow from 
attempts to secure such radical changes as 
the construction of new channels. 

YERKES’ BLUFF GAME. 

Mr. Yerkes announces that he has a 
right to occupy the streets with his tracks 
and cars indefinitely, though no extension 
is given him, Atthe same time he states he 
will ask for an extension if the Council 
will deal fairly by his companies. 

The meaning of this is that Mr. Yerkes 
is not at all sure that the courts will sus- 
tain his contention that his roads can re- 
tain their monopoly use of the streets after 
1903 without an extension of their fran- 
chises by the Council. He is not anxious 
the courts should pass on that question. 

He proposes in the course of time to 
ask the Council for an extension, offering 
compensation which he will call reason- 
able and which dishonest Aldermen will 
deem reasonable, but which citizens general- 
ly will deem grossly inadequate. That offer 
will be accompanied by a threat that if it 
is not accepted he will stand on his alleged 
legal rights and will compel the city to go 
into the courts in 1908 to ask for a declara- 
tion that his franchises have expired. 

In other words, Mr. Yerkes is going to 
try a game of biuff, so as to get the votes 
of weak-kneed Aldermen who would in- 
sist on the payment of decent compensa- 
tion to the city if not afraid the matter 
might be carried into the courts and the 
traction companies declared the owner for 
all time of the 600 miles of streets they 
occupy. The courts never will give any 
such decision.

Tun humbug of free seed distribution will 
soon make its appearance in Congress again. 
The agricultural, bill, which will come up 
this month, contains an appropriation of 
$180,000 for seeds which are to be given away 
through Senators, Representatives, and the 
Agricultural department. If Congress has 
any regard for the wishes of the people it 
will refuse to sanction this free gift enter- 
prise which the government has indulged 
in so long. It should be defeated because it

There is a gleam of encourage- 
ment in the fact that Speaker Reed and 
several of the prominent members of Con- 
gress are Opposed to this manner of wast- 
ing the public money.

One of the points brought 
out with considerable elaboration was the 
probable effect on the Nicaraguan canal of 
the occupation,of the islands by some for- 
eign powers. He illustrated by a reference 
to the map showing that Hawali was in a 
straight line between the western terminus 
of the canal and Japan and China. The na- 
tion, he said, which controls Hawaii will con- 
trol that great gateway of commerce, as the 
guns planted upon Hawaii would be pointed 
directly at the mouth of the canal. 

He also devoted careful attention to the 
importance of controlling Pearl Harbor, 
now owned by the United States, saying that 
the nation which maintained possession of 
this harbor would hold the key to the mili- 
tary situation in the North Pacific. He read 
extracts from reports by engineers and oth- 
ers in confirmation of this statement and in 
support of a statement which he made as 
to the character of the harbor, which was 
that it was safe and commodious and could 
be easily defended. He also presented the 
necessity for controlling Hawali as a base 
of supplies in case of hostilities, saying that 
it was almost necessary to control it for this 
reason on account of the impossibility of 
warships crossing the Pacific without re- 
plenishing coal supply. 

Mr. Davis ridiculed the objection made by 
Japan that the addition of Hawaii as United 
States territory would work a violation of 
Japan’s treaty rights in the islands. He 
said in reply to this objection that all rights 
would doubtless be protected, and instanced 
the creation of the German empire as show- 
ing the effect of annexation upon the 
treaties of various countries which enter 
into a consolidation. He referred to Japan's 
protest as an indication of natural tendency 
to rapacity. and said that the government 
of that country should have been satisfied 
with the territory wrested from China in- 
stead of wanting to gorge itself by the addi- 
tion of Hawaii. 

Mr. Davis called attention to the fact that 
the flags of Great Britain, France, Germany, 
and Russia were floating side by side in the 
Oriental waters, neither power being ap- 

arently anxious to disturb the other 80 
ong as there was a prospect of each power 
getting as much as the others were taking. 
The only way in which the United States 
could protect itself against this di- 
vision of territory would be to control the 
Hawatian Islands. In case we should fail 
to do this there was danger of losing im- 
portant trade advantages which were rapid- 
ly developing in the far East, He referred 
to the improvement of the commercial out- 
look between the United States and China, 
and instanced the fact that one Minnesota 
firm had exported a half milltion dollars 
worth of flour to that country.

The Democrats in the House are getting 
ready to fight the Republican revenue bill 
and the primary election billas well. Chair- 
man Orr and Secretary Bentley of the Dem- 
ocratic State Central committee are here 
engineering the work. The scheme is to kill 
off these measures, and make it appear to 
the country that the Legislature was called 
together in special session for an apportion- 
ment bill, purely a political measure and 
nothing else. Their fight will probably de- 
velop tomorrow or Tuesday, when the House 
Revenue committee reports its measure. 

The bill now being prepared will not be 
satisfactory to the people of the State. It 
amounts in. some cases to double, if not 
treble, taxation. It seeks to tax the fee 
and the equity, too. It reaches lease hold- 
ers, manufacturing, and mining companies. 
It will have a tendency to add 50 per cent 
to the hire of money, and it will drive capital 
out of Illinois. Lackily for the State, the 
bill cannot pass the Senate in its present 
condition, provided, of course, it ever gets 
there. The propositions involved have been 
fully discussed in that body, and are thor- 
oughly understood. It has not a ghost of 
a chance over there, because the Senators 
are opposed to it, and will not stand it for 
an instant. The indications are that the 
Democrats will kill it in the House, 
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Jacob A. Harmon, one of the engineers 
of the Peoria Insane Asylum, was here to- 
night in consultation with Secretary Wines | 
of the State Board of Public Charities. Two 
hundred and twenty thousand dollars re- 
mains in the ry available for the con- 
struction of edifice, $65,000 having al- 
ready been expended, It is proposed to tear 
down the building and rebuild it 400 or 500 
feet away from its present location.

Harmon says 
there is danger not only of the hill slipping, 
but of the roadway, as it is termed, “‘ squeez- 
ing in.“ Now, on this point, the Democrats 
and some architects who have examined the 
premises, expect to make their point. Gen- 
eral Sooysmith says: 

There is no coal mine under the building, 
and while there is some evidence of tracks 
the building is perfectly safe.“

WHEAT TRADERS UNEASY OVER RE- 


PORTS OF REDUCTION OF DUTIES.

No Satisfactory Announcements to Ac- 
count for the Paris Weakness—Mis- 
calculation in Privilege Purchases 
by Leiter Brokers—Clearances Are 
Only Moderate—Provisions Advance 
Sharply and Help to Hold Grain 
Prices—Corn Slow at Slight Decline. 


Th ssibility of a reduction in French 
duties — to be the consideration in 
the wheat market yesterday.

Wheat is in every sense a 
small market at the present time, and prices

usually given of French tariff changes. It 
is generally assumed that the tariff will be 
cut down, but not until the French farmers 
have realized all the benefit possible out of 
the present protection. The weakness of the 


French market, although explained in some | 


of the cables as a result of speculative at- 
tacks, was construed to mean some early 
action by the French Chamber of Deputies. 
Paris closed 5 to 10 centimes lower on wheat, 
and was off 45 centimes on the deferred de- 
livery of flour. During the last few days 
the weakness has been most pronounced in 
the deferred futyres. Antwerp was off 12% 
to 25 centimes. The changes in Liverpool 
were not important. The continental de- 
cline made wheat shorts nervous and caused 
two or three fractional advances, 


Best Buying Credited to Leiter. 


The best buying of the day was that by 
Leiter’s brokers, while Weil was credited 
with further selling, Champlin was also a 
conspicuous seller. The pit traders figured 
out that the Leiter people raised their aver- 
age price of wheat yesterday by their spec- 
ulative operations. A commission house, 
presumably acting for Leiter, bought a big 
une of calls Tuesday night. The market did 
rot get near call price yesterday, but closed 
with puts good. The Leiter people were also 
buyers to a considerable extent of wheat be- 
tween 90%c and 91% for May. These were 
the high prices of the day and the Leiter 
purchases were supposed to represent a ma- 
terial loss at the close, with the market at 
90%c bid. A number of corn pit specialists, 
such as Friedman and Updike, were in the 
wheat market as sellers. The professional 
wheat traders, however, were timid about 
putting out lines of wheat and the appear- 
ance of a commission house buying order 
was sufficient at most any time to start in the 
few people who had taken the risk cf selling 
wheat. Northwestern receipts were 367 cars 
against 353 a week ¢ 30 and 213 a year ago. 
Clearances were moderate at the equivalent 
of 347,000 bu, against 421.000 bu received at 
primary points. The strength In provisions 
was sufficiently pronounced to be a minor 
bullish influence in wheat. Local receipts 
of wheat were only 18 cars. Samples of 
hard spring wheat are in demand, but soft 
epring wheat is a rather slow sale.

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INSPECTOR COURTS INQUIRY. 


Inspector Nie“ Hunt is the police offi- 
cial whom the citizens of the Hyde Park 
prohibition districts are now after on ac- 
count of the local toleration of blind pigs.” 
Yesterday afternoon President Hall of the 
Hyde Park Protective association called on 
President Kraus of the Civil Service com- 
mission and asked if the commission would 
take up and examine charges against police- 
men on account of the manner in which 
*“ blind pigs had been allowed to operate in 
the prohibition districts. Mr. Kraus re- 
plied it certainly would if the men against 
whom the charges were made were among 
those over whom the commission had juris- 
diction. 

Mr. Hall then stated that Inspector Hunt 
was the man whom they were after. To this 
Mr. Kraus answered the commission could 
do nothing in his case, as he was a holdover 
from the last administration and as such 
was not under the civil service rules. 

Speaking of the request of Mr. Hall, In- 
spector Hunt last evening said: “I would 
be glad if the Civil Service commission or 
any one else competent to pass upon the 
matter would take up and investigate any 
charges Mr. Hall or any one else may have 
to make against me in connection with 
‘blind pigs’ or any other matter. I court 
the fullest publicity in regard to my actions 
and would welcome an impartial investiga- 
tion.”’

The structure is owned by A. 8. Sherman, 
Waukegan, III., and was occupied by five 
firms.

All the — are covered by insurance cx- 
cept those of the Central School Supply 
house and the Chicago Ink company. The 
former carried $24,000 insurance and the lat- 
ter about $1,000. 

The fire started in the rooms of the Easter- 
Lahman company, where 500 gallons of 
lacquer was stored. There were fifty people 
in the building, among them nine girls em- 
ployed by the Central School Supply house. 
Alarmed by the smoke and the clangor of 
the fire department; every one made a rush 
for the stairs, They pushed and fought their 
way to the street in safety, though several 
had their clothing torn in the panic. One 
girl fainted, but was caught by a fireman 
and carried out before her terrified compan- 
ions could trample upon her. She was 
taken to a neighboring store, where she re- 
vived and was sent home. A fireman was 
overcome, but revived without difficulty. 
Thomas Easter, who, with his partner, was 
testing the lacquer when it exploded, es- 
caped down a ladder. 

The heavy atmosphere and rain kept the 
dense smoke in the street, and the firemen 
had difficulty in torcing a way into the build- 
ing. Several times they were driven out by 
the vapors and cxplosions of lacquer. 

The first alarm was sent in at 3:45 p. m., 
which was followed within fifteen minutes 
by a second and third, which were responded 
to by fifteen engine companies four hook 
and ladder trucks, four chemical engines, 
two water towers, the fire boats Yosemite 
and Fire Queen, and two companies of fire 
insurance patrols. The firemen were direct- 
ed by Chief Swenle. There were rumors of 
loss of ‘life, but quick investigation dis- 
proved the fears of Chief Swenie and others. 

After an hour’s hard fighting the flames 
were put under control. Two double fire 
walls on each side of the building prevented 
the flames from communicating to adjoining 
buildings, but several firms will suffer a 
slight loss from smoke and water. 

The Central School Supply house used their 
quarters in the building for storage and 
packing purposes. Their headquarters are 
at Fifth avenue and Monroe street, and 
Christmas day they suffered a loss of $20,- 
000 by fire with an insurance of $14,000. 

The building will be repaired at once by 
Frank Sherman of Evanston, who manages 
the interests of the owner, ex-Mayor Sher- 
man of Chicago.

F. P. Sheldon, be appointed to place a new 
ticket in the field. The committee retired for 
consultation and reported their nominations as 
follows:.-Three months I. IJ. Lewis, Eugene Har- 
beck, and Secor Cunningham; six months, W. 
S. Warren, 8. A. Rothermel, and John H. Law; 
nine months, C. M. Rogers, R. M. Bissell, and C. 
W. Drew; twelve months, H. J. Ullman, W. 
F. Goodwin, and James W. Nye. The official 
ticket named by the Nominating committee, ap- 
pointed by President Teall, was as follows: Three 
months, J. S. Gadsden, F. 8. James, and C. M. 
Rogers: six months, C. W. Drew, S. A. Rothermel, 
and H. J. Ullman; nine months, W. 8. Warren, 
R. M. Bissell, and W. F Goodwin; twelve months, 
Eugene Harbeck, H. M. Magill, and John H.

“But for the scarcity of candles, which 
were worth $1 each when I left Dawson City 
Dec. 1, there is no knowing how much gold 
would have been taken out of the Klondike 
mines this winter. As it is, I think that at 
least $15,000,000 will be in readiness for ship- 
ment with the opening of navigation in the 
spring.“ 14

GOES THROUGH A WINDOW 


Matter Not Reported at Once to 
the Police Officials.

IS VICTIM OF DESPONDENCY. 


* 


By leaping through a third-story window 
at the residence of William J. Burdsall, 3526 
Forest avenue, Mrs. May C. Campbell of 
Peoria, III., yesterday morning put an end 
to a train of tragedies that began when der 
child died last summer from a violent dis- 
ease after receiving no medical aid, having 
been treated in accordance with the teach- 
ings of Christian Scientists. 

Mrs. Campbell and her mother, Mrs. Sarah 
Cress of Peoria, who had been members of 


the Universalist Church, some time ago be- | 


came Christian Scientists, and it was in ac- 
cordance with their wishes that the child 
was left without medical attendance. Mrs, 
Cress put an end to her life by drowning 
herself in two feet of water in a cistern a 
short time after the child died. She had be- 
come despondent at the child’s death, and 
had upbraided herself, believing perhaps 
she had exerted too strong an influence over 
the mind of her daughter, Mrs. Campbell, 
in leading her to embrace the schism of the 
Christian science teachers. 

Once before Mrs. Campbell had attempted 
to follow the example of her mother, and put 
an end to her remorse, self-accusation, and 
despondency by ending her life, but failed. 
This was while She was a guest at the Oak- 
land Hotel, having come to Chicago to at- 
tend the dedication of the Christian Science 
Temple on Nov. 14. She then threw herself 
from a second-story window, and, though 
badly bruised, suffered no lasting injury. 

After a brief stay at her home in Peoria, 
during which she found only partial rélief 
from her despondency. Mrs. Campbell's hus- 
band, R. O. Campbell, who is a traveling 
salesman for a wholesale firm in that city, 
brought his wife to Chicago on Tuesday of 
this week, and found accommodations for 
her at the home of Mr. Burdsall. 


Apparently in Good Spirits. 


Mrs. Campbell spent Tuesday evening with 
the Burdsalls, retiring to her room rather 
early and apparently in good spirits. Yes- 
terday morning she ate breakfast with the 
family, and later talked for some time . 
her room with Miss Burdsall. At 9 o’ciloc 
or thereabouts Miss Burdsall left the room, 
and at that time Mrs. Campbell was hum- 
ming a lively air. A few minutes later a 
crash was heard, and entering the room 
Miss Burdsall found that Mrs. Campbell 
had opened the inner window and huried 
herself head foremost through the outer 
storm sash to the ground below, a distance 
of more than twenty feet. Mr. Burdsall 
saw the woman fall, and with the help of 
others of the household carried her into the 
house. 

None of the family notified the police or 
called a physician or took other measures 
to bring to the notice of the proper authori- 
ties information of what had occurred. 

The woman's leap from the window of her 
room had been seen, however, by Mrs. 
Louis B. Marks, 3535 Prairie avenue, the 
rear windows of her home looking out over 
the yard where Mrs. Campbell fell. Mrs. 
Marks ran across to the home of her neigh- 
ber to see if she could render any assistance. 
She says she was met at the door with in- 
junctions to give herself no anxiety over 
the matter. 

Never mind, dear,“ the woman who came 
to the door is reported to have said, “she 
will be all right in a few minutes. Don't 
say anything about it.“ 


Matter Reported to the Police. 


But Mrs. Marks went home and told her 
husband, and the latter went to the Stanton 
Avenue Police Station, where he reported 
the matter. 

When Policeman Fred Heilman went to 
the Burdsall residence he found almost equal 
difficulty in securing any information as to 
what had occurred. He called Dr. Edwin 
B. Tuteur, who came and made an examina- 
tion. The physician said the woman must 
have been dead nearly an hour when he 
arrived. At the Burdsall home the appear- 
ance. of the police was treated as an in- 
trusion, and the policeman who ifisisted on 
being informed as to the facts was threat- 
ened with being reported to his superior 
officers. 

From the fact that no physician was called, 
considered in connection with other circum- 
stances: some of the neighbors con@luded 
the residents at 3526 Forest avenue were 
Christian Scientists, but as to this none of 
the people of the household where Mrs. 
Campbell died would make any statement. 

Notice of the death of his wife was sent 
at once to R. O. Campbell at Peoria, and 
the latter arrived in the city last evening. 
Meantime the body was placed in the hands 
of an undertaker, after a Deputy Coroner 
had made a partial examination into the 
case, and decided to hold an inquest at 2 
o’clock this afternoon. 

Mrs. May Cress Campbell was 38 years of 
age. She passed her girlhood in Peoria, 
where she and her sister Nellie in their 
younger days were considered two of the 
prettiest girls of the place. 

The suicide of her mother, added to the 
grief at her child’s death, are thought to 
have unsettled Mrs. Campbell’s mind. lead- 
ing her to the act that caused her death.

FIGHT LAKE STREET EXTENSIQN 


Public Meeting to Be Held in Lower 
‘Library Hall, Austin, Tomorrow 
Night. 


A public meeting will be held in Lower 
Library Hall, Austin, tomorrow night, to 
protest against the proposed extension of 
the Lake Street Elevated railroad. There 
will be another meeting of the Town board 
Saturday night.

They expect, however, that 
action will be taken, hence the mass-meet- 
ing tomorrow. 

A committee, of which Edwin F. Abbott 


is chairman, was appointed yesterday to 


draft resolutions to be presented at the pub- 
lic meeting. 

The resolutions recite that the Lake Street 
Elevated railroad company has in the past 
acted in bad faith with the Town of Cicero; 
that its manifest purpose is to obtain some- 
thing for nothing from the Town board; 
therefore, it-is the opinion the granting of 
the right to erect an elevated road through 
Cicero without demanding compensation is 
all the consideration which should be given 
to said company to extend its line. 

The resolutions further protest against 
the proposed ordinances extending the fran- 
chises of the Ogden street and Cicero and 
Proviso railroad companies for fifty years 
without a five-cent fare to the center of Chi- 
cago; and it is also stated that the require- 
ments of the proposed ordinances to — val 
fer passengers via Forty-eighth avenue de- 
stroys all advantages proposed to be given 
by the ostensible reduction of fare.

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HORSE FAMINE AT HAND. 


F. J. BERRY PREDICTS A SCARCITY 
OF FINER GRADES, 


Underpreduction and the Increased 
Demands for Export Have Caused 
the Shortage—Bicyeles and Elce- 
tricity Will Never Suppliant the 
Stad—Improved Roads Have Re- 
sulted in Better Grades—High Prices 
and Good Times Are Coming. 


F. J. Berry, the veteran horse-dealer of 
the Stock-Yards, in a speech at the conven- 
tion of American live stock feeders and 
breeders at St. Paul, Minn., on Tuesday, 
said the country “is soon to experience a 
horse famine, or, in other words, an 
extreme scarcity in all good grades of 
horses. He said the famine will last 
tour or flve years at least. Prices are going 
up rapidly, and the foreign demand is on the 
increase. There are nearly 100 foreign buy- 
ers in the Chicago market today. 

Serub horses will remain a drug on the 
market, he said, but good horses will sell 
for. big prices. 

The bicycle and electricity, Mr. Berry said, 
have ‘revolutionized the horse trade, and 
he reasons that benefit rather than injury 
will result. Good roads are creating a de- 
mand for more and better light harness 
horses,“ and the foreign demand will keep 
up the prices of drafters.“ Horse breed- 
ers and ‘farmers have quit breeding horses 
during the depression in the last three 
years, and the result is already apparent 
on the market. 9 


Mr. Berry’s Speech. 

In his address Mr. Berry said in part: 

The great depression that we have just 
passed through has discouraged horsemen 
and driven many of them out of the business. 
Horses Have been sold at ‘ruinous prices. 
For the last three years there has been but 
a small per cent of the usual number of 
colts. raised. At the same time the con- 
sumption of horses has been going on, until 
our supply of American horses is reduced 
two or three millions. While horses have 
been low in price, farmers, in order to sell 
at all, have been obliged to sell their best, 
thus reducing the quality as well as the 
quantity. 

“Go into any section of our best horse- 
raising country, and you will not find 10 
per cent of the horses on hand large or 
good enough to meet the demands of the 
market. While the depression of prices 
has been going on through natural causes, 
the use of horses has been revolutionized 
and the grade has been raised both in size 
and in quality. The former system of 
breeding horses for the market would prove 
a failure at this time, as then a small and 
smooth horse was salable, and ordinary 
horses brought all they were worth. At 
present ordinary horses are of little value. 
They are a thing of the past. 

“While we uo not believe the bicycle 
and electricity will ever take the place of 
the horse or materially reduce his value in 
general, they have supplanted small horses 
and increased the demand forglarger ani- 
mais. Our American markets, as well as 
the foreign markets, demand a higher class 
of horses, and, while the wheel and elec- 
tricity have decreased the demand, the ex- 
port demand since 1898 has increased in 
about the same proportions, the difference 
being a larger and a higher class of horses. 


Horse Famine at Hand. 

“ The depression in all business has passed 
away, and we are on the upward turn of 
prosperity. Horses are increasing in price, 
and the future is bright. It will not be long 
before prices will be as high as they ever 
were, and it is believed by our best judges 
that a great famine of the salable class of 
horses will be upon us in a few year® at 
the most. 

The great improvement in the streets and 
roads brought about in the interest of the 
wheel has created an increasing demand for 
the light harness horse, and as this enterprise 
proceeds to improve streets and rdads there 
will be an increase in the same proportion 
for that most noble animal, the light har- 
ness horse.“ 

The export demand Is becoming the lead- 
ing feature and life of our Chicago market, 
it being headquarters for export buyers. 
From twenty to forty ¢xporters can be found 
in this market any day in the year. and 
some of them are extensive dealers. About 
all the foreign markets are represented. 
The export demand commenced in 1898. and 
had a rapid growth ati 1896. when 25.000 
horses were sold for export, and during the 
last year fully 50,000 horses and mules were 
sold for export. The demand is increasing 
in England, Ireland, Belgium, Scotland, 
Germany, France. and Mexico, and our 
present correspondence would tndicate fully 
one-third increase for the coming year. If 
Americans will have an eye to their own 
interests they will commence breeding the 
best grades, and as extensively as possible, 
and every horse should be bred to a pur- 
pose, and the breeder should pay the strict- 
— attention to the class he wishes to pro- 

uce.“ 
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FOREIGN DEMAND FOR HORSES. 


Fifty Thousand Sent to Europe During 
1897, Most of Them from 
Chicago. 


St. Paul, Minn., Jan. 12.—The hall of the 
House of Representatives was again filled 
this morning when the sessions of the North- 
western Live Stock convention resumed. 
F. J. Berry of Chicago again took up his 
talk on horses. He denied that there was 
any danger of electricity taking the place 
of the horse. It was impracticable to make 
either steam or electricity replace the horse 
in trucking or teaming in the great cities. 
Export demand for horses had doubled in 
1895, and again in 1898. In 1897 this country 
exported 50,000, the greater number of them 
sold on the Chicago market.

OTHER IMPROVEMENTS MADE. 


Neither the lake front exposition project 
nor the Thirty-fifth street matter came to 
light at yesterday's meeting of the South 
Park board. Nor were any of the. citizens 
actively imterested in the proposition to 
erect a great show palace in Lake Front 
Park in evidence. Explanations given by 
Commissioners Best, Hodgkins, Donners- 
berger, and Sherman were to the effect that 
all these special matters had been tempo- 
rarily sidetracked, chiefly because of the 
absence of President Elisworth, who is in 
New York. It was said that on his return 
in a few days a special meeting may be 
called to consider the scheme of the Chicago

building in Lake Front Park. The question 
of abandoning Thirty-fifth street between 
Michigan and South Park avenues will not 
come up until the citizens have presented 
not only their petitions for that, but secured 
from the Council another street, probably 
Thirty-third, in exchange for it. 

The most important feature of the meeting 
was the annual report of the board to the 
County Commissioners, presented Dy Seere- 
tary Shumway. It shows that during the 
fiseal year ending Nov. 31, 1897, the work 
in Jackson Park included the planting of 
30,000 trees and shrubs, the laying of a thir- 
ty-six-inch main from the Sixty-eighth 
street pumping station, through which the 
water supply of the park system is taken 
direct, thus relieving the city mains in Hyde 
Park and Woodlawn.

References to Lake Front Park. 


The reference to Lake Front Park speaks 
of “a temporary improvement on the 
twenty-five acres lying west of the Illinois 
Central trucks, which consisted of bringing 
the surface to uniform grade, and says: 

In this work there were purchased 18 948 cubic 
yards of black earth! 3,252 lineal feet of 4-inch, 
483 lineal feet of inch, 8,173 lineal feet of 1%- 
inch water pipe was laid and 33 lawn hydrants 
placed; 1,050 lineal feet of 6-inckh sewer pipe was 
laid, and 26 walk catch-basinsc@mstructed. Thir- 
teen thousand nine hundred and nine square yards 
of einander walk was constructed, 4,829 square yards 
of which was surfaced with 144 inches of limestone 
covered with a thin layer of screened lake shore 
gravel; 5,594 lineal feet of chain fende was placed 
along the margin of the walks. 

Nine hundred and eighty-nine trees and shrubs 
weré purchased and planted in groups along the 
terrace in the easterly side of the park. 

For the filling of the basin east of the Illinois 
Central railroad tracks 209,702 cubic yards of 
filling of various kinds were hauled in by the Oity 
Street Cleaning department and others, and 
dumped opposite Jackson street. An area of six 
acres has thus been filled to a height ranging 
from twenty-two to four feet above the ordinary 
water level. In addition to this 136,160 cubic 
yards of material has been brought in by scows 
and dumped in the basin by contractors dredging 
in the drainage canal and the river. 


Superintendent Foster gives the park area 
of the board at 1,181 acres, as follows:

The bonded indebtedness of the board is 
$408,000, bonds to the amount of $53,000 hav- 
ing been paid during the yéar.
